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President's Message

I used to cook a lot ... fancy ... subscribed to Bon Apettit ...owned a lot 
of sets of china so my dishes would match the menu ... many dozens of dif- 
ferent herbs and spices. Even though I'm mostly microwaving now, I still 
have all the spice bottles. I have anise and achote, fennel and fenugreek, 
thyme and tarragon, white pepper, green pepper, black pepper, and two kinds 
of Chinese pepper. I can make all sorts of dishes from cuisines from all over 
the world from my spice cabinet. (Yeah, I know some of them are a little on 
the stale side.) But I also have chili powder, curry powder, herbs de 
provence, and Chef Paul Prudhomme's Magic Seasoning. These prepared 
herb and spice blends serve as the backbone of many excellent dishes and 
add instant pizzazz to whatever I can drag out of the freezer at the end of a 
tiring workday. 

See, I mostly grow species, but I also have some old hybrids that hang 
on no matter how I neglect them, that bloom reliably even if not as exotically 
as the newest New Thing to horticulture. Nematanthus 'Rio' 1s like herbs de 
provence — subtle but inserting a welcomed bit of color with its orange flow- 
ers and shiny green foliage. Columnea ‘Aladdin's Lamp' is chili powder — 
dark and fiery. Saintpaulia 'Ramblin' Amethyst’ is as relaxed and fun as Chef 
Paul's New Orleans was and will be again. Gloxinia 'Medusa' has always per- 
formed well for me with lots of purplish flowers cheering up my deck, the 
same way a pinch of curry powder perks up almost any dish. And I've got 
this unidentified rhizomatous thing (someone said it was xHeppimenes 
'Tezli') that has beautiful foliage, lovely reddish purple flowers that it always 
produces, and a scraggly habit, but it's more like garlic because it keeps com- 
ing back even when (more like where) I'd prefer it didn't. 


Had enough of this metaphor yet? 


The point is, new hybrids are great and exciting, like a cuisine that's new 
to you. But when you first grow that new hybrid, you don't know whether 
you've got a delicious, nourishing Vietnamese lemongrass chicken soup ... 
or Jiffy Pop. The old hybrids — the standbys — they got that way by being 
hardy and dependable year after year, decade after decade, from one grower's 
hand to another's. Value them. Let them be what they're best at: the seasoned 
stock around which you create your personal plant recipe — with maybe not 
so much garlic or xHeppimenes. 


That being said, old hybrids would never have gotten that way if they'd 
never been grown in the first place. Hybridizers need growers to try their cre- 
ations and tell them if their fabulous giant-flowered Besleria 'Jabba the Hut' 
grows to be eight feet tall everywhere except the hybridizer's plant stand, or 
that their modest-looking intergeneric keeps blooming all summer long and 
has remarkably beautiful foliage in full sun. So, if like mine, your chapter is 
hosting an annual propagation workshop this spring, acquire cuttings of 
something old and something new. The gesneriad spice cabinet is pretty big; 
don't limit yourself. 


That annual propagation workshop I just mentioned is one of the most 
successful tools my local chapter has for gaining new members. It doesn't 
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always work, but we have gotten new members who became active mem- 
bers, and we're spreading information about the culture and propagation of 
gesneriads which, as a chapter of The Gesneriad Society, is what we're sup- 
posed to be doing. It is as chaotic and as fun as a post-football game 
celebration in a college town, but without the drunkenness and wanton 
destruction. We provide plastic containers (usually from a salad bar), potting 
mix, knives and scissors, labels, markers, and lots of cuttings. We explain 
how to prepare the cuttings or leaves and how to plant them, and help every- 
one fill their containers with gesneriads. Attendees go home with lots of free 
plants, our plants receive grooming they probably seriously needed, and we 
occasionally get a new member or two. 

Another program we have every year is a report on the convention. It's 
convenient that Julie Mavity-Hudson, the Chair of the Photography Com- 
mittee, is a member of our chapter because our flower show PowerPoint 
presentation is top notch! When possible, we also auction for ridiculously 
low prices, the plants we've acquired from convention sales. This serves to 
introduce new plant material to the chapter, and our members seem to enjoy 
it. These are two other reasons chapters should strive to send a representative 
to convention every year: to bring back a report and ideally pictures of con- 
vention activities and to further distribute plant material. 


All this writing is just whetting my appetite. Please excuse me; I have to 


go to the greenhouse now.

As we write this, New York is recovering from its first heavy snowfall 
of the season and there is more on the way. By the time you read this, the 
snow should be gone. We hope your new seeds have germinated and the 
seedlings are growing larger by the day. 


The new process for donating and shipping seeds is in place and work- 
ing well. Please note that the responsibilities have been divided among four 
people. By sending your donations and orders to the correct addresses, you 
will help us serve you better with fewer delays. All seed donations from the 
USA go to Karyn Cichocki and all seed donations from outside the USA go 
to Marilyn Allen (note mailing addresses on page 11). Like everything else, 
the expenses of running the Seed Fund have increased. The packet price has 
been constant for the past thirteen years, but it had to be increased to $2.00 
this year in order to keep the Fund self sustaining. 


The ordering and shipping processes for species and hybrids have been 
separated. Orders for hybrids from the list below go to Gussie Farrice. 
Orders for species from the separate list on page 11 go to Carolyn Ripps. If 
you order from both lists, you will need to send a separate stamped self- 
addressed envelope and a check or credit card information to each person. 
Please note the new explanation of the "LIMITED" notation next to some 
seed names. We try to send adequate amounts of seed in each order, but 
because there are few seeds of some varieties available, these packets may 
contain only 5 or 6 seeds until the stock of the variety is replenished from 
donations. 


The transfer of the Seed Fund stock from Bob and Carol Connelly went 
relatively easily, except for delays in delivery. The seeds had to be divided 
and sent to the appropriate order takers for shipment. There were some 
unavoidable delays in processing orders during the changeover because seeds 
and materials were in transit, but turnaround times have now improved. We 
apologize for the delays. 

A lot of new seed has been received from our generous donors and will 
be added to the lists as soon as it is cleaned and packaged. That is a labor- 
intensive step which has been the time limiting factor in the past. Because 
Karyn, Marilyn and others who have helped with this effort volunteered to 
do the work, things should be a lot easier for us to handle. Hats off to all our 
predecessors who kept the Seed Fund running with fewer pairs of hands! 


There have been a number of comments about poor germination of 
species Saintpaulia seed, possibly because of the age of the seed we have 
available. The old packets of Saintpaulia species have been pulled from the 
list until they can be checked for viability. Those of you who are growing 
species Saintpaulia could help by pollinating your blossoms and sending in 
the seed. All donations are welcome.

Golden Reflections 


Convention Speakers 


In keeping with our photographic history, we are so very pleased to have 
a local expert as one of our speakers. Why does the seemingly simple 
process of photographing a flower and producing an accurate computer 
image, color print, or projection often turn out to be difficult or even impos- 
sible? How can such problems be avoided? Edward J. Giorgianni's 
presentation will give us some of the answers. Ed retired in 2005 as a 
Research Fellow from Eastman Kodak Company, where he worked for 
thirty-eight years designing advanced photographic and electronic color- 
imaging products and systems. He is currently an Adjunct Professor at the 
Center for Imaging Science, Rochester Institute of Technology, and an inde- 
pendent consultant to several professional groups, including the American 
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Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences. A Kodak Distinguished 
Inventor, he holds more than thirty patents in the field of imaging science 
and technology. Ed has taught courses in color science and color imaging for 
many years and is a four-time recipient of the Kodak Imaging Science and 
Technology Instructor of the Year Award. He is a contributing author to 
three textbooks and numerous technical papers on color science and color 
imaging, and he is the author of the textbook Digital Color Management: 
Encoding Solutions. 


A second speaker is also from our area. Olive Ma Robinson, an owner 
of The Violet Barn in Naples, New York, is a commercial member of AVSA 
and The Gesneriad Society. As a hybridizer, she has developed the "Ma's" 
series of standard African violet hybrids, recently winning Best New Cultivar 
at the 2005 AVSA Convention show. She is perhaps even better known as an 
accomplished designer, having won numerous awards at regional and 
national shows, including Best in Design at both AVSA and Gesneriad 
Society convention shows in 2005. Sometimes a finished design isn't what 
you expected, but making it can still be fun, thus the title of the presentation, 
"Design Made Fun". Olive will begin by showing what her favorite plants 
and materials are, why and when they are appropriate for use in either 
arrangements or container gardens, the "must have" tools and accessories, 
and the basic mechanics of design. She'll also discuss how to read and inter- 
pret a show schedule, plan your design, organize your materials and tools, 
"test" your design, and pack for the show. 


John Robert Clark is working on his PhD in Botany at Washington 
State University in Pullman, Washington. John will speak to us on the genus 
Cyrtandra, which is the subject of his Ph.D. dissertation research. This 
genus, the most species-rich in the family (~1000 species), is widely distrib- 
uted from Indonesia northeast to Hawaii and throughout the South Pacific. 
John is using both molecular markers and morphology to study the relation- 
ships within this large genus, principally in Hawaii, and the South Pacific. 
He will discuss his collecting expeditions in Hawaii (2004), Western Samoa 
(2004-2005), and Fiji (2006), which he conducted in order to gather material 
of this genus for his research. 


Mauro Peixoto is well known to the many gesneriad enthusiasts who 
have accompanied him on his trips to see and collect gesneriads in the wild 
in Brazil, or who belong to his BrazilPlants club. He lives in Sao Paulo State, 
Brazil. His passion for plants started in early childhood and by age 12, he 
started to grow orchids. Later, his interests expanded to include the study and 
cultivation of other families: Gesneriaceae, Amaryllidaceae, Passifloraceae, 
Aristolochiaceae, and other families native to Brazil, especially in the 
Atlantic Rainforest area of Southeast Brazil. His desire to study and photo- 
graph them in their habitat led him to travel around Brazil, alone or with 
other plant enthusiasts interested in specific families. He currently works as a 
guide to groups or individuals interested in observing native Brazilian plants 
in the wild before they go extinct. He has discovered several species previ- 
ously unknown to Science and has worked extensively with Dr. Alain 
Chautems of the Geneva Botanical Garden to identify and name his collec- 
tions. For the past few years he has also worked to set up and organize a 
collection of herbaceous plants at the Instituto Plantarum de Estudos da Flora

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Convention Times Fifty

In 1954, the American Gloxinia Society was three years old. Members 
were no longer satisfied with just reading about their favorite plants. They 
wanted to see them "in the flesh", so to speak, as they were grown by other 
people just like them. Of course, a convention would also be an opportunity 
to meet those other members who shared their interest in gesneriads. The 
idea of a combined convention and flower show was nothing new. The 
Orchid, Begonia and African Violet Societies already had them. More than a 
hundred people registered for the first AGS Convention, held in Kansas City 
in May 1954. At the time, a lot of emphasis was put on so-called gloxinias, 
and it is no surprise that Best and Second Best in Show were awarded to 
Buell hybrids. 


Interestingly enough, the schedule for the 1955 flower show, again in 
Kansas City, was not printed for the general membership. Anybody who was 
interested only had to write and the schedule would be sent by mail. Again, 
the winning plant was a Sinningia speciosa. Those early conventions were 
strictly weekend affairs. Saturday and Sunday were packed with lectures, 
show, garden visits and banquet. 


Although tentative plans had been made to hold another convention in 
Santa Cruz, CA, in 1956, members had to wait until 1957 to re-convene in 
St. Louis, MO. We do not know whether there were winners in the show that 
year, but the duets sung by Elvin McDonald and Jeannette Francis and the 
pleasure the convention goers took in hearing them were duly mentioned. 


The AGS 1958 Convention was held in Eastford, CT, where Albert 
Buell had promised to have 20,000 gloxinia plants in bloom. For four days, 
lectures and tours kept participants busy. The announcement in THE 
GLOXINIAN even mentioned the possibility of a Gloxinia-Gesneriad Show, 
which actually took place but was not judged. 


In 1962 at the membership meeting of the first convention held outside 
the USA (in Montréal, QC), it was decided that the convention would be held 
every other year with the provision that a regional meeting could be held in 
the intervening year. This resolution was cheerfully ignored as the regional 
meeting to be held in Ithaca in 1963 turned into a full convention, to be fol- 
lowed by the same every year thereafter, except for 1964. 


2006 may be the year of the fiftieth convention of what is now The 
Gesneriad Society, but by no means is it our fiftieth flower show yet. As 
early as 1960, the AGS had adopted scoring scales to be used in the judging 
of some gesneriads in shows. In the last journal issue for the year 1964, the 
judging scale for Sinningia was explained at length — an obvious precursor to 
the present-day Judges and Exhibitors Show Manual. In the announcement 
for the 1965 Convention, a show is not only promised, but touted as a "com- 
petitive flower show", a new feature inspired from the first two conventions 
in Kansas City. After a lapse of ten years, the flower show was reborn, taking 
on a shape and structure with elaborate schedule and rules that have evolved 
into what we now see at every convention. 
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Formal judging schools started in 1967 with none other than Frances 
Batcheller, who later was appointed the first Chair of Shows and Judging. 
Frances continued conducting her wonderful judging schools at conventions 
as Chair of Shows and Judging until 1995 when she resigned from the 
Chairmanship. Fortunately she continued to work with her successor, Ben 
Paternoster, teaching the judging schools for a few more years. The same 
year she undertook the schools, Frances also published the Society's first 
Flower Show and Judging Manual in the September-October issue of THE 
GLOXINIAN. 


Since that time, schedules have been refined and manuals revised. Many 
of those changes are due to discoveries of numerous gesneriad species, 
refinements in taxonomy and the diligent efforts of hybridizers to diversify 
the family. This year's schedule for Rochester demonstrates the work done 
by droves of professionals and amateurs to ensure that gesneriads are better 
understood. Schedules now mention Kohleria, instead of Jsoloma, and 
Smithiantha, instead of Naegelia, but deep down it is still a matter of people 
who have a passion for these plants. Genus and species names are still 
changing. We must stay alert to everything that is written about gesneriads 
lest our knowledge becomes obsolete. 


Those of us who go to convention get a unique opportunity to admire the 
newest and best, and to listen to those who can impart the most information 
about this family we love. You will see this when you come to Rochester, 
NY, for our fiftieth convention. You will learn a lot and enjoy all the plants 
and all the people. But most of all, remember to bring an entry for the show. 
After all, sharing is what we are about.

Last October I spent a couple of rainy days looking through Michael 
Riley's extensive library of gesneriad literature and antique botanical prints. I 
also read seed catalogues from 1896 to 1913 that offered packets of Gloxinia 
and Streptocarpus seeds for a nickel. As a hybridizer, my focus was on 
hybrids. Michael pointed out a botanical print showing a Van Houtte illustra- 
tion of a Eucodonopsis Naegelioides hybrid. We wondered if it was an early 
intergeneric cross between a Eucodonia and a Smithiantha since Smithiantha 
was at one time called "Naegelia". It looked to me like a xSmithicodonia. 
Michael has several Florist gloxinia (Sinningia speciosa) botanical prints 
showing a variety of hybrids from the mid-1800's. Looking through the first 
decade of issues of THE GLOXINIAN, it appeared that growers were enthusias- 
tically hybridizing Sinningia speciosa with Al Buell as the main commercial 
grower and hybridizer. 

I was pleased to come across a 1971 article in THE GLOXINIAN called, 
"Twenty Years of Hybridizing" by Dr. Carl D. Clayberg. He claimed the 
1960's were an exciting period where many new cultivars were created along 
with interspecific and intergeneric hybrids. Later Rechsteineria would be 
united with Sinningia due to Dr. Clayberg's hybridization research.

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Ruth Katzenberger's creation in 1964 of Sinningia 'Dollbaby' (S. pusilla 
x §. eumorpha) had created significant interest in smaller plants. Dr. 
Clayberg predicted in 1971 that interest in smaller gesneriads would prevail 
in the future and he was certainly correct. He went on to create and register 
S. 'Freckles' and S. 'Snowflake'. From 1980 through the 1990's we had minia- 
ture Sinningias registered primarily by Marcia Belisle, Al Wojcik, Ted Bona, 
Paul Cummiskey and Marty Mines. 


The trend now in Sinningia hybridizing is peloric hybrids (Peter Shalit, 
Ruth Coulson), and miniature petal doubles (Carolyn Ripps, Bill Crews, 
Marcia Belisle, David Harris, Dale Martens), and calyx doubles (Peter Shalit, 
Ruth Coulson, Richard Holder, Dale Martens). Scent is also a focus for some 
Sinningia hybridizers, with John Farina specifically hybridizing for scent on 
flowers and/or leaves. Sinningia speciosa hybridizers are Charles Lawn in 
Australia, plus Michael Kartuz and Steve Hall in the US, and Iain James in 
Canada. 


David Zaitlin, Mauro Piexoto (Brazil), Peter Shalit, and Alan LaVergne 
continue to make interspecific crosses. Mauro deserves significant credit for 
the current interest in Sinningia hybridizing due to his distribution of 
Sinningia species seed. Sinningia hybridizers in Australia include Ruth 
Coulson, Charles Lawn, Jack Evans, and John Nedwich. Sinningia hybridiz- 
ers in Taiwan whose miniature and mid-sized hybrids are quite beautiful 
include: Roger S. W. Chen, and Liu Ying-Hua (Vivian, whose alpha name 
for her hybrids is 'An's'), and Hung Chia-Yu (Rick, whose alpha name for his 
sinningia hybrids is 'HCY's'), and Shiao Kai-Cheng (whose alpha name for 
his hybrids is 'KC'). Their hybrids can be seen on Chun Miao Yeh's (known as 
Dolly's) web site <http://www.dollyyeh.idv.tw/picture_other.htm#Sinningia>. 


Lyndon Lyon and Jonathan Ford dominated Streptocarpus hybridizing at 
one time. Dibleys Nursery in Wales has hybridized for decades and contin- 
ues to release exciting hybrids with an abundance of flowers. Primary 
overseas hybridizers today are Ron Armstrong (Australia), Toshiyiro Okuto 
(Japan), Chris Rose (England) plus Frank Davies and Ken Jones who create 
the "Franken" series in England. Toshijiro was the first to introduce yellow 
coloration not only in the throat, but on the upper petals, too. Recently 
Toshiro posted a photo to the Gesneriphile List showing that Kenji Hirose 
of the Hyogo Flower Center has continued this effort to create an all-yellow 
flower. In the U. S. our active Streptocarpus hybridizers include Ralph "Rob" 
Robinson, Lee Stradley, Jeanne Krieger, Jeff Smith, David Thompson, 
Michael Kartuz, and Dale Martens. Current hybridizing goals include varie- 
gation, petal doubles, scent, lace/netting patterns, and smaller leaf size. There 
is an Internet Yahoo group dedicated to those interested in hybridizing Strep- 
tocarpus for variegation <http://groups.yahoo.com/group/V ariegatedStreps/>. 

Episcia hybrids were created in the late 60's and '70's with E. L. 
Easterbrook registering several of them. Episcia hybridizing has recently 
been energized by the introduction of the yellow flowering Episcia 'Suomi'. 
Current hybridizers include Jim Bodnar (Canada), Leong Tuck Lock 
(Malaysia), Thad Scaggs, Betty Cessna, Vincent Parsons, and Dale Martens. 

Cornell University, William Saylor, Lyndon Lyon, and Ted Bona led the 
way in the 1960's through 1980's with new Columnea hybrids. Columnea 
hybridizing continued with Jerry Trowbridge's 1990's introductions and with 
Michael Kartuz's hybrids. 
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In the 1960's Dr. Robert E. Lee's introductions of the Smithiantha 
"Temple" and "Mission" hybrids opened up a world of flower colors. Since 
then hybrids have been created by Margaret Cass, Keith Jacobson, Dale 
Martens, Masaki Yamagata (Japan), and Liu Ying-Hua (Vivian in Taiwan). 
A couple of Margaret's hybrids have extra petals between the corolla and the 
calyx. 


Kohleria 'Rongo' registered by Frances Batcheller in 1964 and also K. 
'Lono' registered in 1979 can still be seen in shows. Most recent Kohleria 
hybrids with smaller size, an abundance of flowers, and beautiful foliage 
have come from efforts by John Boggan and Patrick Worley. Luke Leung in 
Hong Kong and Liu Ying-Hua (Vivian) are also hybridizing Kohlerias. 


Those who have hybridized Chiritas in the last decade or so include 
Toshijiro Okuto, John Boggan, Peter Shalit, and Ingrid Lindskog (Sweden). 
John Boggan commented to me that the recent introduction of so many new 
species, many of them with ornamental foliage as well as beautiful flowers, 
has energized Chirita hybridizing. These new introductions have come about 
through members like Toshijiro Okuto and Jim Roberts corresponding with 
Chinese nurseries and collectors, as well as Larry Skog's work on the Flora 
of China at the Smithsonian Institution and his collaboration with Chinese 
botanists in the 1990's. John feels we are still in the very exciting first gener- 
ation phase of hybridizing Chiritas, making the primary crosses and 
discovering which species will cross and which will not. 


Before 1990, Patrick Worley, Robert E. Lee, Frances Batcheller, Paul 
Arnold, William Saylor, and Hans Wiehler were the main hybridizers creat- 
ing intergenerics. Their efforts provided significant information about which 
genera were closely related. Since then, intergeneric hybridizing has been 
done by David Turley (xGloxistema ‘First Frost'), Clay Anderson 
(xAchimenantha 'Minnesota Rouser'’, and Dale Martens (xPhinastema 'Cali- 
fornia Dreaming’, xSmithicodonia 'Texas White Lightning’, xAchimenantha 
'Texas Spotted Leopard’, and others). 

This article is a mere highlight of the past and present with only a few 
hybridizers and genera named. My crystal ball predicts manipulation of 
genes to create new hybrids and to introduce scent or unusual colors is in our 
future. Those future gene manipulators will look back at the early years of 
gesneriad hybridizing and shake their heads because we used the old fash- 
ioned way to create new hybrids: pollen on the stigma!

Then and Now

Sometimes a good idea comes at just the right time. An organization is 
founded and like a healthy newborn child, it grows and matures and takes on 
an identity of its own. Such is the case with the Gesneriad Hybridizers 
Association, now finishing its third decade of existence. The GHA was 
founded in 1977 by Peg and Art Belanger, two enthusiastic hybridizers in 
Warwick, Rhode Island, during a renaissance of gesneriad breeding. In his 
first "Directors Message" Art wrote: 


"Peg and I have persisted with the idea of forming the G. H. A with the 
sincere feeling that a group of dedicated people could derive more enjoyment 
from their hybridizing efforts simply by having a central newsletter that 
would print their questions, provide answers from the body if possible, pub- 
lish their achievements and perform other useful services in the future. 
Evidently others share this thought, as we have received inquiries from all 
over the States, even some from overseas." 


Twenty-nine years later, the GHA is a flourishing organization of 254 
members in 20 countries around the globe. With little publicity, it thrives as 
one of the best bargains in horticulture. For an annual membership fee of $8 
US/ $9 elsewhere (which has not changed since 1992 when it was raised 
from the original $5), the GHA provides three printed issues of its newsletter 
"CrossWords", one with a color insert; a free seed exchange; Round Robin 
correspondence groups; sponsorship of an annual award at The Gesneriad 
Society Convention for the best new hybrid registered within the past five 
years; an Annual Meeting at The Gesneriad Society Convention (funded by a 
donation to the Society) with a superb speaker, an opportunity for members 
to share slides, and a raffle of plant material. In addition, the GHA supports 
the Registration efforts of The Gesneriad Society by printing and distributing 
a New Hybrid Registration form, and by paying the registration fee for five 
new hybrids per GHA member per year. 


All of this is accomplished with very little bureaucracy. The GHA is a 
surprisingly informal group considering how well it runs. It has no Board of 
Directors, no Bylaws as far as I have been able to determine, and no Officers. 
It has a Coordinating Committee and for a few years in the late1970's it had a 
Coordinator (myself) but this job disappeared because there was no need. 
The Committee currently consists of two CrossWords editors; the Treasurer; 
and Chairs for Membership, Seed Fund, Publications, and Round Robins. 
Outside of the very brief Annual Meeting, with no official minutes, all the 
energy of the GHA is devoted to the services it provides members. 


What is the result of the GHA's efforts? Gesneriad hybridizers all over 
the world can communicate with each other, exchange ideas, plants, seeds, 
and pollen, and create exciting new cultivars of gesneriads. For example, 
some of the ancestors of my hybrid Sinningia 'Bewitched' were plants grown 
from GHA Seed Fund seed contributed by hybridizers David Zaitlin and 
John Boggan. Dale Martens has created wonderful hybrids using pollen 
traded with other GHA members by mail. There are many popular gesneriad 
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hybrids that would not exist today if not for the exchange of information and 
germ plasm which the GHA facilitates. Most all active gesneriad hybridizers 
belong to GHA, and many gesneriad enthusiasts who do little or no hybridiz- 
ing belong in order to have access to information and hybrid seed. 


Over the years, the GHA has gradually evolved as needs have changed, 
though the basic organization is not much different from the way it was set 
up by Peg and Art Belanger in the 1970's. New features have been added, 
and others have fallen by the wayside, as times dictate. The postal Round 
Robins have been replaced by email flights. Membership dues can be paid 
online, courtesy of The Gesneriad Society's website. The GHA newsletter 
"CrossWords" has evolved from a typed/photocopied quarterly to one pro- 
duced on a computer three times a year with an annual color insert. There are 
now plans to offer "CrossWords" electronically rather than in print, via email 
as a pdf attachment, to save on printing and postage costs. By changing with 
the times, the GHA has thrived for nearly three decades, and there is every 
indication it will go on for many more.

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Report on Plant Breeder's Conference

The "First Independent Plant Breeder's Conference" was held in Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, USA on the 19th and 20th of November, 2005. The 
Gesneriad Society was invited to send a delegation. Bob Clark and I attended 
on behalf of The Gesneriad Society and the Gesneriad Hybridizers Associa- 
tion. As a long-time gesneriad breeder, with a few named hybrids under my 
belt but none commercially successful, I was enthusiastic about attending. 
I was not disappointed. Bob and I had a great time, met some wonderful 
people, and learned a lot. 


The conference was organized by the University of Florida Department 
of Environmental Horticulture, with financial support from the horticultural 
industry. It was a first-time endeavor, the goal being to bring together inde- 
pendent plant breeders (like myself) with some of the best plant breeding 
companies and commercial nurseries in the world. It almost didn't happen 
because the Fort Lauderdale area had just hosted an unwanted guest named 
Wilma (Hurricane Wilma, that is) and there was a great deal of damage. In 
fact, the amount of destruction was impressive. Missing roofs, broken win- 
dows, damaged signs were everywhere. Even more impressive was the 
cheerfulness of the staff of the conference hotel, Fort Lauderdale Marriott 
North, in light of the significant damage to their facility and the surrounding 
area. 


To quote the organizers, Terril Nell and David Clark, "Our goal is to 
help independent plant breeders bring their hybrids successfully to market, 
thus providing new and unusual plants to the consumer. We hope the forum 
offered by the mix of presentations, discussions, and personal interactions 
will promote greater discussion between plant breeding companies and inde- 
pendent breeders in the future. Also, throughout the program, independent 
breeders will learn practices for evaluation, licensing, and protection of new 
and unique plants." In my opinion, these goals were successfully met. 


The conference began Saturday bright and early with a keynote speech 
and overview by Dr. Terril Nell, Chair, Environmental Horticulture Depart- 
ment, University of Florida. The morning's agenda consisted of talks on basic 
subjects all hybridizers should know when breeding plants for commerce. 
My favorite was the first, by Dr. Brian Corr of Ball Horticultural Company. 
He described commercial horticulture as a huge industry, $5.2 billion in the 
US in 2004, the products being plants. He then said something very helpful 
for me, as a plant breeder. From my notes: "So you have a new plant. Is it a 
‘plant nerd’ plant? Or a mass market plant? The former is sold to a limited 
number of people in specific markets — often at a high price. The other is 
sold world-wide in mass markets. It needs to work for the grower, and it 
needs to be accepted by distribution sales people, retailers, and consumers. 
The top four bedding/annuals sold in the US are impatiens, petunia, viola, 
and pelargonium." 


This was a splash of cold water in my face. A reality check. Friends, let's 
face it: most gesneriads are "plant nerd plants". We love our plants but they 
are not a mass market item. We create hybrids that are shared and prized 
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within our little group — but few make it any further than that. I thought 
about Brian's comments throughout the rest of the conference. 


Other presentations that morning included a talk on Protecting Your 
New Cultivars, by Dr. Anne Whealy and Ms. Beth Lamb. They explained the 
plant patent process and other ways to obtain royalties from plants one has 
bred. I learned that once a plant has been shown publicly or published some- 
where, the breeder has only one year from that time to apply for a patent. On 
the other hand, it is important for the breeder to have trusted friends who will 
test-grow the plant but not show or share it with others while it is being eval- 
uated, to protect its future patentability. 


Dr. Philip Harmon closed the morning with a talk on pests and cleanli- 
ness in the production and distribution of horticultural plants. It was scary 
and sobering to hear about all the diseases that are out there as well as all the 
restrictions on commerce between states and countries which are designed to 
prevent the spread of disease. 


The afternoon was spent on lectures from people who have bred plants 
that have met with commercial success, and/or commercial growers. Mr. Jim 
Berry works as a "production horticulturalist" who evaluates plants bred by 
independent breeders and then "places" the plants with commercial nurseries. 
He recommended selecting new cultivars for superiority rather than unique- 
ness, to have a strategy and objectives in breeding, and look for something 
with commercial potential. He discussed the legalities of naming fancy culti- 
vars and the commercial importance of a good plant name. 


Mr. Tony Avent of Plant Delights Nursery, then spoke from his perspec- 
tive as a commercial grower catering to "plant nerds". His talk was frank and 
refreshing. In evaluating a cultivar, he asks himself: "Is it unique? Better and 
unique? Marketable and unique?" He also likes to offer plants that are "sur- 
prisingly hardy" and stated that moving a plant up one hardiness zone will 
double sales. He gave several stories of individuals who had bred plants, or 
found sports, that they had turned over to his nursery for successful commer- 
cialization. 


The rest of the afternoon was given over to the representatives of a num- 
ber of large commercial enterprises: growers, marketers, and "middlemen" — 
breeders agents who serve as a go-between between the breeder and the nurs- 
ery. Each spoke about his or her company, what they do or sell, what market 
they focus on, what they are looking for in new plant material, how they 
work with independent breeders, whether they have their own staff of 
hybridizers, etc. 


That evening, after a break to rest up from a busy day, there was an 
informal dinner. A display room contained exhibits by many commercial 
growers. Outside, each amateur breeder was given a table at which to display 
photographs of his or her plants. Bob and I set up our table with photos of 
my Sinningias and Chiritas. Representatives of the horticultural companies 
came by and chatted with us. They all knew what gesneriads were. Nerd 
plants. We had very interesting conversations with a number of commercial 
representatives, with some pointed questions and comments: "Can we grow it 
from seed? How long from seed to bloom? Are the leaves pliable? How big 
does it get? You need to breed for more compactness and shorter pedicels." 
Etc., etc. Each one left his or her business card. It was great showing off my 
hybrids to these horticultural-industry bigwigs, even if my plants are just 
"nerd plants" (so far). 
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We could not attend the last few sessions as we had to fly back to Seattle 
early the morning of the 21st. But even missing the end, we found the con- 
ference very valuable. I look at my gesneriad hybridizing with a whole new 
eye now. 

The organizers are pleased with the success of this conference, and they 
promise to make it an annual event. Bob and I plan to attend again next year, 
and we hope to bring a few more gesneriad "nerds" along.

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Intergeneric Hybrids

Gesneriads only occasionally form hybrids between different species in 
the wild, but in cultivation they are known to hybridize promiscuously. In 
fact, within many genera most or all the species seem to be able to intercross, 
Kohleria and Columnea being notable examples. But species that can 
hybridize generally don't hybridize in the wild for a variety of reasons: they 
occur in different geographical areas, or bloom at different times of the year, 
or are pollinated by different pollinators. In cultivation none of these are bar- 
riers to hybridization, only the availability of the parents and the imagination 
of the hybridizer. 


The ability to interbreed is one measure of relationship: in general, all 
members of the same species can intercross or "hybridize" with each other, 
as this is part of the definition of "species". But even after being separated 
and diverging in their evolution, two populations that are on their way to 
becoming separate species will often retain an ability to interbreed simply 
because they have retained a genetic similarity due to their common ances- 
try. After enough generations of breeding in isolation from each other, the 
accumulation of mutations within the two populations makes them different 
enough that hybridization between them is difficult or impossible. In gesneri- 
ads, as in orchids and some other plant families, this point is apparently not 
reached until the groups have diverged considerably in their evolution, with 
the rather odd result that very different-looking species can be crossed with 
each other. In other words, morphological evolution in certain groups seems 
to be very rapid, with seemingly major morphological changes taking place 
with relatively little genetic change. 


One of the more interesting aspects of plant breeding is that hybrids can 
sometimes be made between species in different genera, sometimes as easily 
as within the same genus. This is possible because just as with related 
species, closely related genera have retained a chromosomal and genetic sim- 
larity due to their shared evolutionary past. Such hybrids are known as 
intergeneric hybrids and result in a hybrid genus, or in terms of botanical 
nomenclature, a nothogenus. In such cases, the name of the new nothogenus 
is formed by combining parts of the generic names of both parents; e.g., 
hybrids between Gloxinia and Kohleria are known as xGlokohleria. Once a 
nothogenus has been named, all hybrids between the same two genera must 
use the same nothogeneric name. 


Ultimately, whether a hybrid is intergeneric (between two genera) or 
interspecific (between two species within the same genus) is subjective, 
depending upon whose generic classification you are using. How species are 
classified into genera is a matter of taxonomic opinion, and many genera of 
Gesneriaceae have seen more than their fair share of splitting and lumping! 
Unfortunately the status of an intergeneric hybrid depends on the status of 
both of its parental genera, and any classification change that affects the 
generic name of one (or both) of its parents will affect the name of the 
hybrid. Thus many of the hybrids within the Columnea alliance (Bucinellina, 
Dalbergaria, Columnea, Pentadenia, and Trichantha) are considered inter- 
generic if you accept the splitting of Columnea into several genera: 
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xColtrichantha, xColbergaria, xDaltrichantha, etc. These same hybrids are 
considered interspecific hybrids of Columnea when Dalbergaria, Trichantha, 
Pentadenia, and Bucinellina are considered to be synonyms of Columnea. 


Outside the Columnea alliance, the greatest number of intergeneric 
hybrids have been produced in two major groups: among the alpine genera of 
Europe and Asia (Ramonda, Haberlea, Jancaea, Conandron, etc.) and 
among the scaly rhizomatous genera of the New World tribe Gloxinieae. 
This is probably due at least in part to the fact that these groups are popular 
and widely grown; many more intergeneric hybrids are probably possible in 
other groups, and simply haven't been tried. Current research on the relation- 
ships of the genera of Gesneriaceae should point us towards many more 
intergeneric hybrids that should be attempted. 


Intergeneric hybrids are usually sterile, but in some cases are fertile. 
This can indicate that the parent genera are closely related, that certain 
species are misplaced in one or the other genus, or that the species are so 
closely related that the two genera should be merged. For example, the gen- 
era Hypocyrta and Nematanthus, and the genera Rechsteineria and Sinningia, 
were merged in part because some xHypotanthus and "xGloxinera"* hybrids 
were fertile. In retrospect, the hybridizing data for Sinningia and Rechstein- 
eria should have tipped us off that the two Sinningia species that formed 
fertile hybrids with Rechsteineria species, S$. eumorpha and S. tubiflora, were 
misplaced and actually belonged among the Rechsteineria species as later 
research showed. All other hybrids between the two groups were sterile. 
Fertility of hybrids was also the primary reason why Seemannia was merged 
with Gloxinia, even though plants in the former genus Seemannia are distinc- 
tive and very different from Gloxinia perennis. (In fact, the genus Seemannia 
has recently been revived — more on that in the next issue of GESNERIADS!). 
Oddly enough, nobody has ever proposed merging Codonanthe with 
Nematanthus even though xCodonatanthus hybrids are fertile. Maybe it's 
just a matter of time .... 


*xGloxinera is now considered a synonym of Sinningia but for many years was used as a name 
for intergeneric hybrids between Rechsteineria and Sinningia, the name originating from out- 
dated classifications when Rechsteineria was called "Gesnera" and many Sinningia species were 
included in the genus Gloxinia. Nobody has ever created a valid nothogenus for crosses between 
Rechsteineria and Sinningia, and as long as the two genera are merged, none is needed.

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Registering a Gesneriad Hybrid

I have read through the official codes and have tried to summarize below 
the most important issues to be considered when registering a hybrid. The 
really most important thing is that too few of the plants submitted for regis- 
tration have been grown long enough to meet the requirements of Article 2 
below, which may be why so many of them seem to disappear from cultiva- 
tion sometimes by the time their registration has been published. 


From the 7th (2002) edition of The International Code of Nomenclature 
for Cultivated Plants: "Acceptance of a name by an International Cultivar 
Registration Authority does not imply judgement on the distinctiveness of a 
cultivar nor on its agricultural, horticultural or silvicultural merit". 


From the 1995 and 2002 editions: Article 2: 


A cultivar is the basic taxon of cultivated plants. It has been selected for 

a particular attribute, or combination of attributes, that is clearly distinct, uni- 
form and stable in its characteristics and that, when propagated by 
appropriate means, retains those characteristics. Be sure that your plant is 
uniform and stable and that it is really worth naming. There is not much 
point in naming a cultivar if it doesn't offer some improvement over existing 
cultivars. 

1. Make sure your proposed epithet is unique. 

2. Make sure that your epithet cannot be confused either in spelling or pro- 
nunciation with another existing one, like 'Susanna' could be confused 
with ‘Suzanna’. 

3. Make sure your epithet could not be interpreted as being likely to exag- 
gerate the merits of the cultivar (‘Best Ever’, 'The Greatest’ or 'Tastiest of 
All' are not acceptable for obvious reasons. 


4. A cultivar name should be as short as practical and should not consist of 
or contain excessively long words that may be difficult to write or pro- 
nounce. Names should consist of no more than 10 syllables and no more 
than 30 characters, excluding spaces and the single quotation marks. 


5. Names should not consist solely of simple descriptive words like 'Red’, 
‘Giant White' or ‘Small’. 


6. Cultivar epithet may not contain the words "form", "variety", "cultivar", 
"grex", "group", "hybrid", "sport", "series", "selection", or "strain", or the 
words "improved" or "transformed" or their equivalents in any language. 

7. Cultivar names may only use the following punctuation marks: the apos- 
trophe (‘), the comma (,), a single exclamation mark (!), the period (.), 
the hyphen (-), the forward slash (/) or the backward slash (\) symbols. 
The epithets 'Jeanne d'Arc', 'Oh Boy!’ and 'Go-go Dancer' are acceptable, 
but 'Help!!!' and 'Simon Who?’ are not. 

8. If your epithet is a single word, make sure that the word is not the same 
as a genus whether in botanical Latin or in a modern language. Erica, 
Iris, Daphne, Veronica are names of genera, and not permitted even 
though they are also feminine names. They may be used if they are not 
the last word of the epithet. ‘Erica Smith’ or 'Rose Queen' are acceptable. 
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9. Make sure that your epithet does not contain the botanical or common 
name of its genus or the common name of any species in the genus. 
Rosa 'Christmas Rose' or Primula "White Cowslip' are not acceptable. 

10. A cultivar name should not be published if its epithet might cause 
offense. 


11. A cultivar name whose epithet contains the name of a living person 
should not be published unless that person has given permission for the 
name to be used. 


The name of a cultivar may be re-used if the International Cultivar 
Registration Authority is satisfied that the original cultivar (a) is no longer in 
cultivation, and (b) has ceased to exist as breeding material, and (c) may not 
be found in a gene or seed bank and (d) is not a known component in the 
pedigree of other cultivars and (e) the name has rarely been used in publica- 
tions and (f) re-use is unlikely to cause confusion. 

The Gesneriad Society is the International Registration Authority for the 
names and cultivars of gesneriads excepting the genus Saintpaulia. Any per- 
son desiring to register a cultivar should contact Judy Becker, 432 
Undermountain Road, Salisbury, CT 06068 <jbecker@mohawk.net>. A reg- 
istration form has been created that allows an illustrated check-off method of 
identifying the important characteristics of the plant to be registered. A 
reduced-size copy of the form appears on the following pages. Original 
forms are available from the Registrar at the above address.

Fertile but repro- 
ducible only vegetatively. Large rosette. Leaves medium green 12" long 
x 4-1/2" wide, ovate with undulate margin, acute tip and cuneate base. Calyx 
light green, split, 1/4" long, 2 flowers per peduncle. Corolla salverform, 
2-1/2" long x 2-7/8" wide, frilled, deep blue with large area of red-purple 
blush in the outer throat, two yellow stripes inside throat. Available from 
hybridizer. 


Streptocarpus 'Deanie's Dream', 2004, [RO4889, Enid Underhill, BC. (S. 
‘Bristol's Tie Dyed’ x S. 'Madonna'). Cross made Jan. 30, 2000, planted Aug. 
25, 2000 and first flowered Mar. 27, 2001. Fertile but reproducible only veg- 
etatively. Rosette. Leaves medium green, 8-1/2" long x 3-1/2" wide, elliptic 
with undulate margin, acute tip and cuneate base. Calyx split, green, 1/4" 
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long, 4 flowers per peduncle. Corolla salverform 1-3/4" long x 2" wide, 
medium violet with pink undertones, semi-double, with long, narrow extra 
petals cascading from throat onto the lower petals. (Looks like a jabot.) 
Received Best Canadian Origination in Show and Best New Gesneriad intro- 
duction at the May 4, 2002 show. First commercial listing Violets in Vogue. 


Streptocarpus 'Deanie's Jane Marie', 2004, [RO4890, Enid Underhill, BC. 
(S. ‘Something Special’ x S. "Blue Mars'). Cross made Aug. 13, 2001, planted 
Nov. 1, 2002 and first flowered Apr. 16, 2003. Fertile but reproducible only 
vegetatively. Leaves light medium green, 8" long x 3-1/4" wide, elliptic with 
undulate margin, acute tip and cuneate base. Calyx green, 3/8" long, split, 2- 
3 flowers per peduncle. Corolla salverform, 2-7/8" long x 2-7/8" wide, pure 
white, frilled, with very large purple throat. Available from hybridizer. 


Streptocarpus 'Deanie's Raspberry Frost', 2004, IR0O4891, Enid Underhill, 
BC. (S. 'Bristol's Tie Dyed’ x S. 'Madonna'). Cross made June 30, 2000, 
planted Aug. 25, 2000 and first flowered Mar. 22, 2001. Fertile but repro- 
ducible only vegetatively. Compact rosette. Leaves medium green, 5-1/2" 
long x 3" wide, ovate with undulate margin, acute tip and cuneate base. 
Calyx split, brown, 1/4" long, 2 flowers per peduncle. Corolla salverform, 1- 
7/8" long x 2" wide, raspberry red with frosted upper petals. Available from 
hybridizer. 


Streptocarpus ‘Deanie's Sweet Marie’, 2004, [RO4892, Enid Underhill, BC. 
(S. ‘Bristol's Tie Dyed' x S. 'Madonna'). Cross made June 30, 2000, planted 
Aug. 25, 2000 and first flowered Apr. 27, 2001. Fertile but reproducible only 
vegetatively. Compact rosette. Leaves medium green, 6" long x 3" wide, 
ovate with undulate margin, acute tip and cuneate base. Calyx split, medium 
green 1.4" long, 8-10 flowers per peduncle. Corolla salverform, 2-1/8" long 
x 2-1/8" wide, white with red veining on three lower petals. Flowers are 
scented of honey, most strongly at night. Available from hybridizer.

Bramley, G.L.C. & Q.C.B. Cronk. 2003. The Cyrtandra (Gesneriaceae) 
species of Mount Kerinci, Sumatra. Harvard Papers in Botany 7: 407-421. 
Abstract: "Collections of Cyrtandra from Mount Kerinci, Jambi province, 
Sumatra are reviewed. Thirteen species are known, three of which are new 
and described here: C. aureotincta, C. patentiserrata, and C. stenoptera. 
Two species are apparently endemic to Mount Kerinci, four to Kerinci and 
the immediate surrounding area and four extend to West Sumatra. An addi- 
tional two species occur also in West Sumatra and apparently also in Java. 
Only one species, C. anisophylla, appears to be widespread in Sumatra." 


Clark, J.L. & E.A. Zimmer. 2003. A preliminary phylogeny of Alloplectus 
(Gesneriaceae) implications for the evolution of flower resupination. 
Systematic Botany 28: 365-375. Abstract: "Monophyly of the neotropical 
plant genus Alloplectus (Gesneriaceae) was tested using maximum parsi- 
mony and maximum likelihood phylogenetic analyses of molecular sequence 
data from the nuclear ribosomal (nrDNA) internal transcribed spacer region 
(TS). As currently circumscribed, Alloplectus is polyphyletic and includes 
taxa in three different clades. The clade that contains the type species is 
described as Alloplectus sensu stricto and is characterized by the presence of 
resupinate flowers. The Alloplectus s.s. clade is weakly supported as the sis- 
ter-group to Columnea. A separate clade of non-resupinate "Alloplectus" 
species nests within a paraphyletic Drymonia. A third taxon, Alloplectus 
cristatus, endemic to the Lesser Antilles and northwestern South America, is 
also resupinate and unresolved in a basal polytomy, removed from the other 
species of Alloplectus. The fourth taxon, Alloplectus peruvianus, which was 
originally described as Columnea peruviana, is strongly supported as nesting 
within Columnea. Resupination of flowers is an important feature that has 
not been previously reported and should be recognized as a morphological 
synapomorphy for Alloplectus s.s. Within the tribe Episcieae, flower 
resupination is a convergent feature that is independently derived in the 
Alloplectus s.s. clade, Alloplectus cristatus, and a clade comprising some 
Nematanthus species." 


Clark, J.R., B.K. Holst & L.E. Skog. 2003. An annotated checklist of 
Gesneriaceae type specimens in the Marie Selby Botanical Gardens 
herbarium (SEL). Selbyana 24: 119-140. Abstract: "An annotated list of the 
type specimens of Gesneriaceae in the Marie Selby Botanical Gardens 
Herbarium (SEL), including the former holdings of the Gesneriad Research 
Foundation Herbarium (GES), is presented. The annotated list includes infor- 
mation on locations of the duplicates of the type specimens in other herbaria. 
We here publish two new combinations, Columnea robusta (Wiehler) L.E. 
Skog and C. tutunendana (Wiehler) L.E. Skog; two new names, Columnea 
citriflora L.E. Skog and Columnea filamentosa L.E. Skog; seven newly 
designated neotypes; eight newly designated lectotypes; two lectotype cor- 
rections; and one name correction." Columnea citriflora replaces Trichantha 
citrina Wiehler, which cannot be transferred due to an already-existing 
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Columnea citrina; Columnea filamentosa replaces Trichantha filifera Wiehler, 
which cannot be transferred due to an already-existing Columnea filifera. 


Edwards, T.J. 2003. Two new species of Streptocarpus (Gesneriaceae) 
from South Africa. Novon 13: 185-188. Abstract: "A new species of the 
Streptocarpus rexii aggregate is described from Itala Game Reserve in 
KwaZulu-Natal, South Africa. The geographic isolation of S. kunhardtii, its 
pale methyl violet flowers, and long fruits distinguish it from S. roseoalbus, 
its closest relative. A second new species, S. hilburtianus, is described from 
two high-altitude localities in Mapumalanga, South Africa. The alliances of 
this species are unclear, although corolla coloration and leaf vestiture 
approach S. galpinii; however, it differs in its cylindrical corolla tube, its 
much shorter pedicels, and its distinctive pollen." 


Feuillet, C. & L.E. Skog. 2003 [''2002"]. Novae Gesneriaceae Neotro- 
picarum XII. New species of Gesneriaceae from the Guianas. Brittonia 
54: 352-361. Abstract: "Five new species of Gesneriaceae are described from 
the Guianas: Nautilocalyx coccineus, Paradrymonia anisophylla, and 
Paradrymonia barbata in the tribe Episcieae, from Guyana; Napeanthus 
angustifolius from French Guiana and Napeanthus rupicola from Guyana in 
the tribe Napeantheae." 


Hilliard, O.M., B.L. Burtt & M.H. Bokhari. 2003. Pleuroschisma, a new 
section of Cyrtandra (Gesneriaceae) from Borneo. The Gardens’ Bulletin 
Singapore 55: 35-60. Abstract: "Twelve Bornean species of Cyrtandra con- 
stitute a new section, Section Pleuroschisma, the name derived from an 
important diagnostic character, namely the unique fruit with a median septi- 
cidal split on each side (not reaching either apex or base of the fruit). Nine of 
the species and two varieties are newly described, C. angustielliptica Hilliard 
& B.L. Burtt, C. coacta Hilliard & B.L. Burtt, C. insolita Hilliard & B.L. 
Burtt, C. linauana B.L. Burtt, C. seganica Hilliard & B.L. Burtt, C. tesselata 
Hilliard & B.L. Burtt, C. tunohica Hililard & B.L. Burtt, C. pendulifera 
Kraenzl. var. grossipilosa Hilliard & B.L. Burtt, and C. sarawakensis C.B. 
Clarke var. /ongipilosa Hilliard & B.L. Burtt. Two species recognized 
remain nameless because the material is inadequate to typify a name." 


Li, Zhen-Yu. 2003. A new species of Opithandra (Gesneriaceae) from 
Guizhou, China. Botanical Bulletin of Academia Sinica 44: 73-75. The new 
species Opithandra wentsaii is described. 


Mayer, V., M. Moller, M. Perret, & A. Weber. 2003. Phylogenetic posi- 
tion and generic differentiation of Epithemateae (Gesneriaceae) inferred 
from plastid DNA sequence data. American Journal of Botany 90(2): 321- 
329. Abstract: "The systematic position and generic differentiation of the 
morphologically and geographically outstanding tribe Epithemateae 
(Gesneriaceae) was analyzed using the rbcL/atpB-spacer and trnL-F intron- 
spacer regions of chloroplast DNA. In our analysis Epithemateae forms a 
strongly supported monophyletic clade (bootstrap [BS] = 100%; jackknife 
[JK] = 100%; decay index [DI] = 12) and appears as sister to the rest of the 
paleotropical Gesneriaceae (= subfamily Cyrtandroideae). The paleotropical 
Gesneriaceae form a monophyletic group (BS = 88%; JK = 85%; DI = 3) that

Austral Gesneriaceae (subfamily Coronantheroideae) (BS = 99%; JK = 98%; 
DI = 10). Within Epithemateae Rhynchoglossum is sister to the remaining 
Epithemateae (BS = 97%; JK = 96%; DI = 12), in which Epithema is sister to 
a clade of two genera: Loxonia/Stauranthera (BS = 68%; JK = 64%; DI = 1), 
which form, together with Epithema, a sister clade (BS = 85%; JK = 83%; DI 
= 2) to Whytockia and Monophyllaea. While the support for Loxonia and 
Stauranthera is moderate, the relationship of Whytockia and Monophyllaea 
is very strongly supported (BS = 100%; JK = 100%; DI = 13). Apart from 
the somewhat surprising (but well-substantiated) isolated position of 
Rhynchoglossum, the results are in perfect accordance with the relationships 
worked out earlier on grounds of architectural and floral characters.

Systematics and evolution of tribe Sinningieae (Gesneriaceae): evidence 
from phylogenetic analyses of six plastid DNA regions and nuclear 
ncepGS. American Journal of Botany 90(3): 445-460. Abstract: "For nearly 
all species in the three genera of tribe Sinningieae (Gesneriaceae), Sinningia, 
Paliavana, and Vanhouttea (mostly in southeastern Brazil) plus 10 out- 
groups, we have sequenced six non-coding DNA regions (i.e., plastid 
intergenic spacers trnT-trnL, trnL-trnF, trnS-trnG, atpB-rbcL, and introns in 
the trnL and rpl/6 genes) and four introns in nuclear plastid-expressed gluta- 
mine synthetase gene (ncpGS). Separate and combined analyses of these data 
sets using maximum parsimony supported the monophyly of Sinningieae, but 
the genera Paliavana and Vanhouttea were found embedded within Sinningia; 
therefore a new infrageneric classification is here proposed. Mapping of pol- 
lination syndromes on the DNA-based trees supported multiple origins of 
hummingbird and bee syndromes and derivation of moth and bat syndromes 
from hummingbird flowers. Perennial tubers were derived from perennial 
stems in non-tuberous plants." 


Roalson, E.H., L.E. Skog & E.A. Zimmer. 2003. Phylogenetic relation- 
ships and the diversification of floral form in Achimenes (Gesneriaceae). 
Systematic Botany 28: 593-608. Abstract: "Achimenes is a genus in the 
Gesneriaceae, subfamily Gesnerioideae, tribe Gloxinieae that shows remark- 
able variation in floral form and possibly floral pollination syndrome. This 
includes flowers that are salverform, tubular, or infundibuliform, white, yel- 
low, pink, purple, and red, and with or without corolla spurs. Previous 
classifications of Achimenes have relied heavily on floral form as a measure 
of relationship. This study explores phylogenetic relationships in Achimenes 
and addresses questions of proper supraspecific classification, evolution of 
floral forms and pollination syndromes, the origins of floral spurs, chromo- 
some evolution, and biogeographic patterns using nrDNA ITS and cpDNA 
trnL-F spacer sequences analyzed using maximum parsimony and maximum 
likelihood methodologies. Phylogenetic hypotheses support the non-mono- 
phyly of most of the supraspecific classification units currently recognized in 
Achimenes, multiple origins of each of the pollination syndromes and the 
major morphological characteristics used to define these syndromes, multiple 
origins of floral spurs, multiple tetraploid events, and sympatric distributions 
of many closely related species."
